Che  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools  present  their  Thirty- 
n th  Annual  Report. 

The  whole  number  of  schools  under  their  care,  on  the  31st  of 
Icember,  1857,  was  306;  namely,  1 High  School,  1 Normal 
8kool,  55  Grammar  Schools,  47  Secondary  Schools,  157 
limary  Schools,  and  45  Unclassified  Schools. 

Hie  whole  number  of  teachers  was  955,  of  whom  78  were 
r.les,  and  877  females. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  was  57,521,  cf  whom  29,650 
"'re  boys,  and  27,871  were  girls. 

These  statements  show,  during  the  past  year,  an  increase  of 
Schools,  15  teachers,  and  no  less  than  2,422  scholars. 

This  result  is  the  more  gratifying  and  unexpected,  as  there 
is  been  no  increase  of  -accommodation  in  the  shape  of  new 
fiiool  houses,  and  especially  as  many  thousands  of  scholars, 
'tring  the  last  few  years,  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  public 
bools,  and  placed  in  the  parochial  schools  attached  to  churches 
the  city.  So  great  and  general  is  the  favor  with  which  the 
iblic  schools  are  regarded,  that  the  number  attending  them 
ould  be  immediately  swelled  by  an  increase  of  many  thousands 
ere  there  sufficient  and  suitable  school  house  accommodations, 
ven  with  the  present  accommodations,  no  less  than  3,369 
nldren  are  reported  as  now  waiting  for  admission.  It  is  next 
> impossible  to  rent  buildings  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a 
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public  school.  Many  of  those  so  occupied  now,  are  badly  warm!, 
badly  lighted,  badly  ventilated,  in  damp,  cheerless  basements  r 
dangerous  upper  stories,  where  the  physical  energies  of  the  chi- 
ren  are  impaired  by  constant  exposure  in  a vitiated  atmosphu, 
or  their  lives  put  in  jeopardy  by  the  danger  of  sudden  pam. 
The  most  imperative  want  of  the  public  schools  at  this  tim< s 
an  increase  of  school  houses.  The  Controllers  do  not  ask,  ir 
advise,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  city  finances,  any  sudu 
and  large  increase  of  accommodations,  however  desirable  it  nut 
be  in  itself.  But  a moderate  addition  every  year  of  one  or  b 
school  houses,  judiciously  located,  would  gradually  supply  3 
pressing  want.  Unless  some  such  seasonable  provision  is  ma, 
the  necessity  and  the  demand  for  it  will  continue  to  grow,  uil 
they  can  no  longer  be  resisted,  and  then  the  public,  under  so 3 
temporary  excitement,  will  be  incautiously  hurried,  as  they  h;j 
been  in  other  cities,  into  wholesale  and  wasteful  expenditure. 

If  the  appropriation  received  from  the  State,  amounting) 
about  $40,000  annually,  were  specifically  set  apart  to  the  buildip 
of  new  school  houses,  it  would  be  just  about  what  is  imperative 
required. 

The  gross  expenditures  in  the  year  1857  were  $484,625  5.

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The  Controllers  take  great  pleasure  in  spreading  these  reilts 
thus  minutely  before  their  fellow  citizens.  The  aggregate  amini 
expended  for  the  schools  is  confessedly  large.  But  the  cocs- 
ponding  benefit  is  proportionably  large.  Nearly  SIDY 
THOUSAND  children  are  in  daily  attendance  upon  the  sch  Is. 
In  these  schools  the  pupils  are,  according  to  the  general  estinte, 
better  taught,  better  disciplined,  and  under  better  morafn- 
fluences  than  in  private  schools  of  corresponding  rank.  Yt  so 
economically  is  the  system  administered,  and  to  so  good  ad  n 
tage  is  the  principle  of  classification  and  division  of  labor  app  d, 
that  the  sum  total  of  a child’s  expense,  for  a series  of  yes, 
averages  less  than  nine  dollars  a quarter  in  the  High  School,  ss 
than  eight  dollars  a quarter  in  the  Normal  School,  and  on  a 
little  more  than  a dollar  and  a half  a quarter  in  the  oer 
schools, — a rate  of  cost  less,  in  some  cases,  than  that  for  bus 
alone,  in  schools  under  private  management;  It  is  not  im  s- 
sible,  that  in  the  disbursement  of  nearly  half  a million  of  dolrs 
annually,  instances  may  occur  of  the  misapplication  of  the  puic 
funds.  Yet  surely  the  cases  of  abuse  must  be  rare  and  trhl, 
when  the  records  exhibit  on  a large  scale,  and  for  a lengtbf 
time,  economical  results  like  those  quoted  above,  in  connectii, 
too,  with  a state  of  efficiency  in  the  instruction  and  discipline  d 
the  schools,  that  challenges  the  admiration  of  all  who  visit  the.

dTLEMEN: 

n conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  school,  I submit  the 
owing  Annual  Report.  It  includes  the  thirty-eighth  and 
ty-ninth  terms,  ending  respectively  on  the  16th  of  July, 
‘•7,  and  the  11th  of  February,  1858. 

n the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  school  was  threatened  with 
irious  interruption,  from  a defect  in  the  construction  of  the 
Iding.  The  partition  walls  over  the  large  lecture  room  were 
finally  supported  by  wooden  truss-girders,  built  in  the  walls 
mselves.  Through  some  defect  of  the  builder  or  of  the  archi- 
t,  the  walls  were  gradually  giving  way,  and  fears  were  enter- 
ed of  a general  crash,  the  floors  having  already  sunk  in  the 
Idle  about  five  inches.  It  became  necessary,  therefore,  to 
tore  the  floors  and  walls  to  their  former  level,  and  to  support 
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them  bj  iron  columns.  This  was  done  in  the  summer  vacati, 
at  an  expense  of  §500. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  in  the  cone 
of  study,  or  in  the  order  of  exercises.  The  results  of  the  y r, 
as  shown  by  the  term  averages  and  other  distinctions  award 
to  successful  scholarship,  are  of  a most  gratifying  kind.  \ 
careful  examination  of  these  results,  which  are  given  withgrt 
minuteness  of  detail  in  the  lists  at  the  close  of  this  report,  s 
confirmed  the  general  impression  I had  already  formed,  thate 
have  rarely,  if  ever,  passed  a year  of  more  successful  stir. 
There  have  been  exceptions,  of  course  ; hut,  as  a general  thi 
our  students  have  yielded  a cheerful  obedience  to  the  regulatis 
of  the  school  and  the  authority  of  the  Professors,  and  have  slid 
a sincere  and  hearty  interest  in  the  studies  of  their  several  clas: . 
As  a consequence,  I have  the  gratification  of  reporting  an  • 
usual  proportion  of  the  whole  number,  in  the  lists  of  distinguisll 
and  meritorious.  I have  also  specially  to  report  a grow; 
improvement  in  the  important  branch  of  elocution.  The  unusl 
proficiency  of  the  students  in  this  department  was  a subject  f 
general  remark  among  those  who  attended  our  Commenceme  i 
and  the  public  exercises  in  declamation  and  composition  at  n 
school. 

As  a gratifying  and  unmistakable  evidence  of  the  inter; 
which  our  pupils  take  in  their  studies,  I would  adduce  the  ext- 
ordinary  regularity  of  their  attendance — a regularity,  so  far) 
I can  learn,  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  schools,  or  of  insti  - 
tions  of  learning  of  any  name.  It  is  my  custom  every  day  1 
make  a careful  register  of  the  number  of  students  belonging1 
the  school,  and  of  the  number  absent  from  whatever  cause.  ' 
the  end  of  every  four  weeks  the  results  are  averaged  and  ■ 
corded.  The  following  table  shows  these  monthly  results  of  b 
attendance  rolls  for  the  last  year.  From  an  inspection  of  tlf 
table  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  average  number  belonging  to  t 
school  during  the  year  has  been  491.  The  average  daily  numb 
of  absentees  out  of  all  this  number  has  been  only  a little  me* 
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ia  seven,  (7.23),  and  the  average  rate  of  absenteeism,  less 
ia  one  and  a half  per  cent.,  (1.47).  In  estimating  the  signifi- 
n](3  of  these  facts,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  many  of 
ir|  tudents  have  long  distances  to  walk  in  coming  to  school,  the 
Ttge  distance  being  more  than  a mile  and  a half ; and  that 
i large  a number,  there  must  necessarily  he  many  cases  of 
cfess,  deaths  in  the  family,  and  other  unavoidable  causes  of 
js ace.  It  is  indeed  a very  rare  thing,  so  rare  as  to  occasion 
)dtrk,  that  a boy  is  absent  from  any  cause  not  of  the  most 
iirative  necessity.  Such,  indeed,  is  the  desire  of  the  students 
■ ; present  at  all  the  exercises  of  their  class,  that  not  unfre- 
r.tly  they  attend  when  their  health  is  really  not  such  as  to 
a ant  it,  and  in  not  a few  instances  I have  been  obliged  to 
1 se  and  even  direct  students  to  remain  at  home,  when  1 found 
m continuing  in  school  to  the  manifest  injury  of  their  health.

Ike  examinations  for  admission  show  that  the  Grammar 
looIs,  generally,  are  in  a healthy  and  constantly  improving 
dition.  Our  students  never  came  to  us  in  a better  state  of 
paration  than  at  the  present  time.  This  is  evident  from  the 
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gradual  increase  in  the  admission  average,  which,  for  the  t 
four  terms,  has  been  as  follows :

It  is  very  obvious  from  these  figures  that  it  will  soon  beccj 
necessary  to  introduce  into  the  Grammar  Schools  some  i r 
branches  of  study  as  requirements  for  admission  to  the  H i 
School.  Such  an  enlargement  of  the  studies  of  the  Grami  ’ 
Schools  has  long  been  desired.  There  are  many  branches  wh  i 
could  be  studied  there,  quite  as  well  as  in  the  High  School,  d 
with  advantage  to  a much  larger  number  of  scholars.  Amc; 
the  branches  that  may  be  mentioned  in  this  connection,  as  e:’ 
nently  desirable  to  boys  of  every  class,  and  capable  of  bei; 
taught  without  expensive  apparatus,  are  the  elements  of  A 
chanies,  Drawing,  and  Book-keeping.  The  pupils  of  the  Gra 
mar  Schools  might  also  with  advantage  be  required  to  stu 
more  of  Algebra  and  Mensuration  than  they  now  do.  1 
examination  average,  it  is  true,  might  be  kept  down  by  maki 
the  questions  on  the  subjects  now  studied  more  difficult.  I 
these  questions,  in  my  opinion,  are  hard  enough  now.  Th 
comprehend  as  many  of  the  difficulties  of  these  branches  as  oug 
to  be  required  of  boys  thirteen  or  fourteen  years  old.  It  wot 
seem  to  be  a wiser  use  of  their  time,  to  extend  gradually  t 
range  of  their  studies,  than  to  require  of  them  an  endless  itei 
tion  round  the  circle  of  Grammar,  Geography,  and  Arithmet 
with  a view  to  the  attainment  of  some  imaginary  point  of  exc< 
lence.

evidence  of  its  utility,  as  a branch  of  the  Normal  School.  :pe- 
rienced  teachers  of  good  judgment  constantly  inspect  the  ora- 
tions of  the  pupil  teachers,  and  report  to  the  Principal,  in  wi  ng, 
the  points  in  which  they  seem  to  fail,  and  these  faults  are  ade 
the  subject  of  comment,  and  the  best  means  of  remedying  em 
clearly  pointed  out  in  presence  of  the  whole  school.  The  ai  ant 
of  time  devoted  by  each  pupil  of  the  Normal  School  in  pra  cal 
teaching,  appears  small,  yet  the  success  of  the  pupils  i:  the 
School  of  Practice  gives  ample  proof  of  its  efficiency. 

The  experience  acquired  in  teaching  four,  or  six  weeks,  det 
the  system  above  described,  is  of  more  value  to  the  teacher,  tai 
as  many  years  might  be  with  her  own  unaided  observation,  -hi 
teacher,  feeling  that  her  standing  in  the  school  depends  as  id 
on  her  success  in  teaching  as  in  acquiring  information,  n fe 
herself  with  zeal  and  energy  in  the  performance  of  her  d es 
which  the  scholarship  of  the  pupils  so  honorably  illustrates. 

The  excellent  order  of  this  department  gives  ample  evidence  a 
the  old  coercive  regimen  for  the  maintenance  of  order,  fi  i 
worthy  substitute  in  the  presentation  of  the  subjects  of  the  s )( 
in  an  earnest  and  interesting  manner. 

Our  school  has  sustained  a very  serious  loss  in  the  resign;  c 
of  Miss  Caroline  Price,  who  has  been  the  Principal  of  this  l 
partment  for  the  last  five  years  ; during  which  time  the  char.  -1 
of  the  school  has  been  raised  to  its  present  proud  eminence. 

Miss  Price  takes  with  her,  to  her  new  post  as  teacher  ini 
Cincinnati  Normal  School,  the  best  wishes  of  all  who  have 
the  pleasure  of  her  association  while  connected  with  the  Sc 
of  Practice,  and  their  sincere  regrets  that  the  gain  of  others 
been  obtained  at  so  great  a loss  to  us.

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ATTENDANCE. 

So  highly  are  the  studies  of  each  day  appreciated  by  al  k 
pupils,  that  no  ordinary  impediment  is  allowed  to  preven  h( 
regular  and  punctual  attendance  of  every  one. 

The  daily  exercises  of  the  school  require  close  applicatio  ’oi 
six  hours,  with  but  one  intermission  of  half  an  hour. 

OBJECT  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  School  was  established  to  train  teachers  folk 
Public  Schools  of  our  City  and  Commonwealth,  and  not  to  v 
an  extended  course  of  instruction  to  all  the  pupils  of  the  Fe  il 
Grammar  Schools. 

Each  pupil,  on  entering  the  school,  is  required  to  si;  i 
pledge,  that,  it  is  her  intention  to  become  a teacher  in  oi  o 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  This  is  e 
quently  lost  sight  of,  and  many  present  themselves  at  e r; 
examination  of  candidates  for  admission,  who  do  not  desig  t 
enter  the  school,  even  if  they  should  successfully  pass  the  i 
amination  ; and  others  enter  the  school  without  the  intentic  ( 
ultimately  becoming  teachers,  although  pledging  themselvet 
that  effect.  This  appears  to  be  encouraged  by  the  teache)  ( 
the  Grammar  Schools,  by  placing  on  their  certificates,  ) 
names  of  those  who,  they  know,  do  not  intend  to  enter  ) 
school,  nor  ever  to  become  teachers.  Successful  candidates  1 > 
sometimes  asked  the  question,  whether  their  names  wouk: 
published  as  admitted,  if  they  did  not  sign  the  pledge,  and  i 
ing  they  would  not,  have  signed  it  for  the  purpose  of  swel 
the  number  of  those  admitted  from  the  school  to  which  they ' 
longed,  and  have  never  taken  their  seats  as  pupils.  The  m 1 
effect  of  such  a course  need  not  be  enlarged  upon.  At  the  c 
of  each  semi-annual  examination,  a list  of  those  admitted 
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; ffiool  is  published,  and  no  others  ; therefore  the  names  of 
);  -who  were  candidates  only  for  examination , and  not  for 
rmsion,  must  he  excluded.  It  is  evident  from  the  very  con- 
tiion  of  the  Normal  School,  that  it  can  never  become  a 
rard  by  which  to  judge  the  Grammar  Schools,  nor  is  it 
Able  it  should  be. 

C.r  Public  Schools  are  deservedly  popular  among  all  classes 
or  citizens,  and  a very  large  number  of  the  pupils  are  sent 
te  Grammar  Schools  to  obtain  the  excellent  education  which 
?;  afford,  without  the  intention  of  using  it  as  a means  of  gain- 
er living.  Those  schools,  which  are  so  located  as  to  be 
t adzed  by  the  wealthier  portion  of  the  community,  and  rank 
mg  our  best  schools,  may  have  the  smallest  number  of  those 
wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Normal 
lol.  Nothing  but  evil  can  grow  out  of  the  practice  to  which 
'ence  has  just  been  made. 

here  is  no  reason  why  the  whole  first  division  of  a Grammar 
1 ol  should  not  be  sent  for  examination,  if  a single  one  un- 
ited in  any  of  the  particulars  required  for  admission,  has  a 
;;  to  be  sent. 

there  is  any  advantage  to  be  derived  from  a general  stan- 
: of  comparison  of  the  scholarship  of  the  Grammar  Schools, 
xamination  should  be  instituted  for  that  purpose,  and  all  the 
'nmar  Schools  compelled  to  send  a given  number  of  their 
scholars  to  be  subjected  to  such  a test.  As  the  labor  of 
ducting  an  examination  of  those  who  are  desirous  of  becoming 
hers,  is  sufficiently  arduous,  without  adding  to  it  unneces- 
j;  it  is  respectfully  suggested  to  the  Committee,  that  such 
fictions  should  be  adopted,  as  will  effectually  confine  the 
nination  to  those  for  whose  benefit  the  institution  was 
ided. 
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TEACHERS. 

During  tlie  past  year,  the  untiring  and  zealous  efforts  o ;he 
teachers  have  met  with  their  highest  reward,  the  success  of  eir 
pupils,  which  has  been  obtained  without  sacrificing  their  ec- 
tionate  regard. 

Although  the  abilities  of  the  pupils  are  taxed  to  their  ut  jst 
capacity,  the  earnest  and  methodical  manner  in  which  th  in- 
struction is  imparted,  lightens  the  labor  of  the  student,  ^b  it 
presents  the  teacher  in  the  light  of  a friend,  rather  than  in  lat 
of  a taskmaster. 

The  school  has  sustained  an  almost  irreparable  loss  ii  lie 
resignation  of  Miss  Mary  M.  Spackman,  who  had  charge  oi  k 
department  of  Elocution  and  Literature.  The  natural  abi  ies 
and  superior  culture  of  this  lady  in  the  branches  committ  to 
her,  rendered  her  eminently  qualified  for  her  position  ; whib  ei 
gentleness  and  amiability  secured  for  her  the  affection  ni 
esteem  of  her  pupils  and  coadjutors. 

The  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the  election  of  isi 
Hannah  C.  Mentz,  a graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  whos  iu 
perior  attainments  in  English  literature,  and  excellent  n 'a 
character,  peculiarly  fitted  her  for  this  responsible  ;st 
Scarcely  had  we  ceased  congratulating  ourselves  on  ha 
secured  the  services  of  Miss  Mentz,  when  the  Angel  of  D tl 
cast  his  dark  pall  over  all  our  bright  hopes,  by  summoning  e 
gentle  and  pure  spirit  to  mingle  with  those  of  the  “just  r d 
perfect.”  In  the  death  of  Miss  Mentz,  we  are'  called  to  m n 
the  loss  of  one,  who,  by  her  excellent  qualities  and  high  at  i 
ments,  gave  promise  of  great  efficiency  and  usefulness  in  the  1 
ing  for  which  she  seemed  to  be  specially  endowed.  The  \ c 
thus  again  vacated  has  been  filled  by  the  temporary  appointi  d 
of  Miss  Susan  Rice,  one  of  the  last  class  of  graduates. 

Matilda  C.  Barns,  also  a graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  a 
subsequently  been  elected  to  fill  this  position. 

Miss  Barns,  during  her  connection  with  the  school  as  p i 
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evidence  of  peculiar  ability  and  taste  in  this  department, 
usfar  our  highest  expectations  have  been  realized  in  her  suc- 
s |3  teacher. 

1;  past  year  ruay  be  said  to  be  the  darkest  in  the  history  of 
shook  The  last  annual  report  contained  the  sad  intelli- 
i(  that  he,  who  had  been  identified  with  the  school  from  its 
nation,  was,  by  his  over  zeal  and  anxious  labor  for  its  pros- 
i ',  incapacitated  for  further  service.  The  solemn  duty  of 
oling  his  death  devolves  on  me.  The  eminent  services  of 
; Sceased  are  recorded  on  almost  every  page  of  the  history  of 
ublic  Schools  since  the  year  1881,  and  identified  with  all 
i improvements.  About  this  time  the  inadequacy  of  the 
nisterian  system  became  apparent,  and  the  first  step  in  im- 
minent was  to  give  the  principal  a properly  qualified  assist- 
t and,  soon  after,  the  present  plan  v7as  adopted.  The  large 
ner  of  teachers  now  required,  showrnd  the  necessity  of  an 
tution  for  training  them  specially  for  their  most  important 
kg.  With  Dr.  Wright  this  became  a leading  idea,  which  he 
rantly  pursued  until  it  was  realized  in  the  establishment  of 
Normal  School,  in  February,  1818.  The  present  excellent 
i.tion  of  the  school,  and  its  whole  past  history  of  usefulness, 
) with  how  much  wisdom  all  its  operations  were  planned  and 
eited.  In  this  work  alone,  has  the  deceased  fulfilled  a proud 
sny,  and  gone  to  his  rest  in  the  midst  of  his  days,  having 
?nplished  a work  that  w7ould  have  crowned  with  glory  a life 
three  score  years  and  ten.”  As  a teacher,  he  had  no  supe- 
1 nor  is  any  eulogium  above  his  deserts.  While  the  Normal 
»ol  stands,  and  continues  to  exert  its  beneficial  influences  on 
Public  Schools,  no  other  monument  is  needed  to  perpetuate 
‘lame,  and  keep  sacred  the  memory  of  Dr.  A.  T.  W.  Wright.
